WHAT TO FEED DAIRY COWS. 


I am often asked by inexperienced 
breeders, desiring to test their cows of- 
ficially and enter them- in the Ad 
vanced Register, as to what Holstein- 
Friesian breeders feed to get such fine 
results as are shown in every issue of 
these reports. Feeding dairy cows for 
best results means the feed- 
ing of such an amount of digestible 
nutrients of the several kinds as their 





simply 


organizations demand for milk produc- 
tion, energy, and growth; noting well 
the digestive and productive capacity 
of each animal, so that she shall not 
be overfed. Feeding can never become 
an exact science that can be learned 
from books or teachers, or in any way 
short of actual experience, because it 
deals with living animals, vf which 
each has her own individuality. 


Fed, as is a usual thing, on less than 
they are capable of consuming to ad- 
vantage, cows may not show much of 
individuality in the choice of food; 
but each has her likes and dislikes, 
which the successful feeder must study 
if he would so feed as to bring the cow 
to her full productive capacity. Also 
her digestive and assimilative powers 
must be considered. Clover hay, for 
instance, would furnish all the nutri- 
ents needed, if the cow could consume 
and digest with in a given time a suffi- 
cient quantity. But she can not; 80 
the nutrients must be furnished her in 
a more concentrated and _ digestible 
form, and the cow must only be given 
as much clover hay, or other forage, as 
her nature as a ruminating animal re- 
quires, the main dependence of the 
feeder being the concentrated elements 
of the plant found in its seeds. 

A more eoneentrated ration than 
could be made from the use of seeds 
as a whole is obtained by the use, as 
a part of the ration, of those portions 
of the seeds left as by-products in the 
manufacture of whiskey, beer, glu- 
cose, linseed and eottonseed vils, etc., 
for these by-products contain proteids 
in much greater proportion than do the 
whole grains. Tt is thus easy to com- 
pound a ration in which the proteids 
and carbo-hydrates shall bear a pro- 
portion of about one of the former to 
five of the latter; a proportion which 
has heen found very favorable in stim- 
watine milk production. 

Every experienced feeder has his 
vreferences as to feeds and his 
own formula for combining his ra- 
tion: but for the use of inexperienced 
feeders. T will give a formula used and 
found good in my own herd: 100 Ibs. 
each of ground oats, coarse wheat bran, 
and gluten feed, well mixed with 33 
1-3 Ths. each of corn meal, linseed oil- 
meal, and Ajax Flakes, making a mix- 
ture of 400 Ibs. in weight. Clover hay, 
alfalfa hay, and corn silage are fine for

DAIRY AND BEEF PRODUCTION 
COMPARED. 

My first pure-bred Holstein-Friensian 
bull weighed a trifle under 900 lbs. on 
his first birthday, and a little over 1.650 
Ibs. on his second, thus gaining 750 
Ibs. in live weight during the year; and 
a well bred steer would have done as 
well. But the growth of bull or steer 
includes all parts of the body from 
horns to hoofs inclusive. Prof. Eckles 
has told how the Missouri Agricultural 
College, in order to chemically analyse 
such live weight, ground up a steer — 
not only the edible meat but the whole 
steer, just as a cat gets away with a 
mouse, except that the cat’s digestive 
organs are hardly strong enough to ob- 
tain an analysis of the bones and hair 
—and found that there was but 45 per 
cent. of dry matter, or about 340 lbs. 
in 750 Vbs. growth. 

But in this issue of these reports, the 
cow Glista Gamma, with the moderate 
production of 14,517.3 Ibs. milk, pro- 
duced 1,775.28 Ibs. of total milk solids, 
or over five times as much as my 750 
lbs. growth contained, and all of it edi- 
ble and digestible. No steer can com- 
pete with the dairy cow in food produc- 
tion; and no dairy cow can compete 
with the Holstein-Friesian cow, not 
only because of the great milk produc- 
tion, but because the proportion of 
solids other than fat to the fat is 10 
per cent. greater than it is in the milk 
cows of the other noted dairy breeds. 
This is one of the gerat secrets of the 
food value of Holstein-Friesian milk.

A NEW MARK FOR SENIOR TWO- 
YEAR-OLD. 


Editor H.-F. World: 


Again we have the pleasure of an- 
nouncing a new world’s record made at 
Brookside in the semi-officiel tests. 
Four successive times within a few 
weeks have our heifers set a new mark 
in the yearly tests for senior two-year- 
olds. First, Pontiac Maia 2d, then 
Segis Inka 3d, then Pontiac Kate 2d, 
and now Winana Pietertje De Kol 3d, 
and everyoné of these heifers were 
close to two and a half years old. The 
last named heifer calved at two years, 
six months and twenty-four days old. 
She was officially tested, and for seven 
days made the great record of 24.45 Ibs. 
butter. In semi-official test for 365 
days she produced 15,025.5 lbs. milk, 
731.37 Ibs. butter, and six days after- 
wards dropped another calf. When a 
Holstein two-year-old heifer can make 
an average of two pounds of butter a 
day for a whole year, and carry an un- 
born calf for practically nine months 
of the time, it would seem that some- 
where near the limit had been reach- 
ed, but so quickly has the records been 
raised in this class, it is not safe to 
claim a Champion for more than one

She made the second largest 
record ever made by an aged coy, a., 
834.7 lbs. milk, and 1,076.9 lbs. butter 
in 365 days, an average of 59.8 lbs.

LIST OF SIRES WITH TEN OR 
MORE A. R. 0. DAUGHTERS. 


The following is a list of all the sires 
given in the last Blue Book, which have 
ten or more daughters with A. R. O. 
records; showing the per cent of the 
daughters of each which have butter 
records of over 20 lbs. 

This method of estimating the value 
of a sire is, in my judgment, far more 
accurate than any heretofore used. We 
have been in the habit of considering 
the number of daughters a sire may 
have in the A. R. O. list as an evidence 
of his actual merit as a getter of buv- 
ter cows, but this is very erroneous and 
misleading. Unless the average rec- 
orls are high, he cannot be eonsiderea 
superior. If he has a large number, 
and the rccords are small, it is an un- 
mistakable evidence of his inferiority. 

I consider only those sires which 
have ten cr more A. R. O. daughters, 
for the per cent. should be the same 
whether a bull has that number or:a 
hundred. I also take twenty pounds 
as the standard of excellence, because 
that is a high record, and any cow 
which can produce that amount can 
justly be classed as superior and a 
eredit to any sire. 

There is no practical method of decid- 
ing this question of superiority of a sire 
which is absolutely correct, excepting to 
get the entire average production and 
“he average age of all the daughters in 
the list; but this would be very inecon- 
venient, and would require extensive 
enleulation. The method which I have 
adopted is very nearly accurate, and is 
simnle and practical.

This compilation is a valuable addi 
tion to Holstein-Friesian literature 
since it places all the leading sires in 
one comprehensive list; but we confess 
that we cannot share in Mr. Powell’s 
estimate of the vaiue of the percent- 
ages attached. In fact, .it seems to us

that they may be decidedly misleading, 
if the truth, the whole truth, and noth- 
ing but the truth is being sought. 








In the first instance, no acocunt is 
taken of the age at which these A. kK. 
U. records were made. According to 
the Advanced Registry gtandard 12.8 
ibs. of fat for a two-year-old is held 
to be equivalent tu 16 lbs. of fat for a 
full aged cow. Suppose we take a 
concrete example: Ali of the A. Kk. O. 
daughters of King Segis, and we believe 
also of the King oi the Pontiacs, are 
heifers, two and three years old. King 
Segis ig given 28 per cent. in the table 
and King of the Pontiacs is given ¥Y 
per cent. If we were to give them 
equivalent percentages, each would 
have close to 100 per cent. as 
nearly every daugiter of these buils 
have records equivalent to 16 lbs. of 
fat for full aged cows. This method 
of estimating equivalent records would 
make a complete rearrangement of the 
perecntages. 

In the second instance, no account 15 
vaken of the prepotency of the dams. 
Suppose that the get of one site is 
largely from high record dams, and the 
get of another sire is largely from dams 
that are low producers, other things 
being equal, the percentage of 20-lb. 
daughters would form no Crite:sau as 
to the relative prepotency of the sires. 
If proper credit be allowed for the pre 
potency of the dams, it will be seen 
that a second revision of the percent- 
ages would become necessary. 

In the third instance, proper al.ow 
ance must be made for the conditions 
under which the records are made. It 
is conceded that the size of the record 
depends in no small measure on the 
preparation, the feed, and other inci- 
dentals accompanying the intelligent 
handling of a cow. As all cows do 
not have the same intelligent handling 
in making their records, it will be read 
ily seen that another allowance should 
be made in arriving at any correct esti- 
mate of the prepotency of the sire, an. 
a third revision of the percentages 
would necessarily follow. 

We feel quite sure that if the age 
when the records were made, the pre- 
potency of the dams and the handling 
in each case be given due credit, very 
few, if any, of the percentages as given 
in Mr. Powell’s tuble would hold true, 
and in many instances the variation 
would be very great. 

We cannot concede that the percent 
ages in Mr. Powell’s table form any 
accurate data as to the relative pre 
potency of the sires compared.
